It -was thought that the extraordinary 
absence ot the Mayor from his bailiwick 
at this importitnt juncture would hamper 
thii action of the board ; but having i)er- 
Bonally inspected tho books ami had the 
supposed irn)i,'idaritie.s pointed out by the 
auditors, ami having taken legal advice, 
thoy promptly suspended the treasurer 
and clerk-, sealed up the books and safe, 
anil placed the establialiinuiit iii the 
eliarge of the police. This action of the 
aldermen was unanimous. The minority, 
who sided with the Mayor on Wednesday, 
U|>on 'being shown tho accounts, were im- 
mediately convinced that a strict niveati- 
gation was necessary; and one of the 
throe moved and another seconded the 
resolution of suspension. Upon the 
merits of tin? case we cannot now com- 
ment. The law supposes every man to 
bo innocent until he has been proven 
guilty; and wliile for nearly two years p.ist 
Till: Ooi.oNisr has atrenuoiisly ami eoiiaist- 
ently pressed on Mayor and aldermoii the 
necessity of an audit, it has refrained from 
exincssiug the opinion that there was 
crooked work at the City Hall. We have 
supported those aldermen. who have en- 
deavored to secure an investigation of the 
public accounts. It was folt that a ays- 
t^n that allowed accounts of revenue and 
oxpeiiditure, aggregating nearly one mil- 
lion dollars, to pass unaudited for a period 
of seven ycais coidd not be good. That 
jusliee to ollice-holdera as well as rate- 
[layers n cpiireil that there should be a 
constant, check on those who handled the 
liii.'inces. The inolion for an audit cast 
no retlecti(m on treasurer or clerk, any 
more than tho demand for a receijn 
iiidicates a want of confidence on the part 
of a person ^yho pays money in the party 
to whom it is paid. The present Mayor, 
who for two years was chairman of the 
finance committee and ought to have 
known tho condition of tho books for the 
correctness of which he vouched, has 
always luidntained that an audit was un- 
necessary. A.s far l)aek as the winter of 
1887 he opposed a motion foi 
an anilil aubinitteil by Alderman lira 
den and thnmgh ihi! iwfiisal of tho then 
Mayor to put the (luestioii the opposition 
prevailed, although a majority of the 
board.favored an audit. Had the motion 
prevailed on that occasion the expose 
which 'was made on Wednesday would 
liave been anticijjated by a year and 
a-lialf and the city, probably, stivod from 
considerable loss.
